MEASU RE OF RIV ER CURRENT 


Washington, 
The policy of the federal government as to 
the Chicago River and the drainage canal 
is set forth in the annual report of Major 
J. H. Willard, in charge of river work at 
| Chicago. This report, made public today by 
Secretary of War Root, indicates that no 
measures will be taken to interfere with 
the full flow in the canal. 

Major Willard states that Chicago River 
‘pilots have mastered the new difficulties 
arising from the increased current of the 
river, caused by opening the canal, and that 
the skill they have shown in handling ves- 
sels indicates that they could cope with a 
current of greater velocity than the greatest 
that has been caused by the opening of the 


canal. 

| Praises the Trustees. 

More than this, Major Willard praises the 
disposition shown by the Drainage Trustees 
to colperate with the federal and city au- 


and removing obstacles that stand in the 
way of navigation. | 

In his report, which is a review of the work 
done by the federal engineers at Chicago 
during the last twelve months, Major Will- 


found in the Chicago River when the canal 
flow was on in full, and in the most restricted 
portions of the channel, was two and a 
quarter'miles an hour. The report gives in 
detail the velocities found at different points 
and under different conditions. 

The interests of navigation not only are 
| being protected,“ says the report, but are 
being advanced practically sooner than 
could be hoped for in the usual course. All 
interests are agreed as to the immense value 
of the sanitary canal, and the district com- 
missioners are as anxious to reduce the 
velocity of the river's current as any * 
gaged in navigation on the river.“ 


Major Willard’s Report. 

** commenting on the canal Major Willard 
ys: 

The observations made to ascertain ef- 
fects under existing conditions consisted in 
measuring discharges with current meter 
at critical points in the Chicago River be- 
tween the lake and canal, especially at the 
bridges, Where the greatest dangers were 
to be feared, through as large a range as 
could be got with safety. The discharges 
into the canal were measured by meter and 
by rods for different settings, to compare 
with estimates and with measurements pre- 
viously taken in Illinois and Desplaines Riv- 


ers. 

The bridge sites giving the most restriot- 
ed sections haturally were the places to ex- 
pect the greatest velocities. They made the 
most convenient points for measurements. 

“ Maximum velocity in Chicago in miles 
per hour for discharges in cubic feet per 
minute of the drainage canal:

Hialeted 

There is no doubt that the reversed cur- 
rent in the Chicago River has increased the 
difficulty of navigating it with the large 
boats now demanded by commerce, but it 
is a noteworthy and gratifying fact, not un- 
expected by me at least, that the pilots have 
been quick to adapt themselves to the new 
condition and have little doubt but that 
they could handle their boats safely even in 
greater currents than now obtain. 

No Legal Restrictions. 

“If I have not overestimated the pilots’ 
skill, and considering the imm&nse benefit of 
the Drainage Canal to the City of Chicago 
since its opening only a few months ago, 
I recommend that no restrictions be placed 
upon the legal requirements of flow into the 
sanitary canal unless it should be found ab- 
solutely necessary to do so. 

“The engineer department, the City of 
Chicago, and the Sanitary board are of one 
mind as to the need of improving the Chicago 
River, and are codperating partly to that 
end, and large sums are being appropriated 
and expended judiciously by each for the 
object in view. The interests of navigation 
not only are being protected, but are being 
advanced practically sooner than could be 
hoped for in the usual course. 

“All interests are agreed as to the im- 
mense value of the sanitary canal, and the 
District Commissioners are as anxious to 
reduce the velocity of the river’s current 
as any engaged in navigation on the river, 
Congress has indicated that further aid 
from the United States would depend upon 
the removal of the center pier and ob- 
structive bridges and the lowering of tun- 
nels, in accordance with the earnest recom- 
mendations of Mr. Marshall for radical im- 
provements of the Chicago River. 

Following these hints, the Sanitary dis- 
trict took up the present United States 
engineer's project on a large scale, and ap- 
plied to the Secretary of War for permission 
to widen Chicago River between Twelfth 

street and Ashland avenue to 200 feet and 
to dredge to the depth of twenty-one feet, 
constructing new docks capable of with- 
standing an ultimate depth of thirty feet. 


New Bridges Under Way. 
“ This is to be followed by a general re- 


form of bascule for the center bridges at 
State, Randolph, Harrison, Polk, Taylor, 
Bighteenth, Canal, and Ashland. The 
bridge at Taylor street, on the plan ap- 
proved by the Secretary of War, should be 
ready for service about Sept. 12. It is hoped 
that four others may be put under construc- 
tion this year and the remainder early next 


season. 

„Under the law I am not free to submit 
a new project or to revise the estimates con-

TO FREE PRISONER 


WOMAN REVEALS 6 PLOT IN PITTS- 
BURG AFTER 200 FEET Is DUG. 


Anarchists of Chicago and New York 
Believed by the Warden to Be Back 
of an Attempt to Liberate Henry C. 


1892—Others Think Forger Charles 
Boyd the Man in Whose Interest the 
‘Plotters Worked. 2 


Pittsburg, Pa., July 26.—[Special .]~What 
the authorities claim was a plot of An- 
arohists all over the country to liberate from 
the penitentiary here Henry C. Berkman, 

who shot H. C. Frick in 1802, was frustrated 
by Miss of terling street. 

Through information given by her a tun- 
nel was discovered today “extending for 
more than 200 feet from a house next to hers 
towards the penitentiary. Its entire length 
has not yet been explored, as the prison en- 
gineers were forced by the foul air to retreat 
after going 210 feet. 

All day the prison authorities and police 
officials tried to reach the end of the tunnel, 
but it was so filled with foul air and gas 
that it had to be abandoned. One of the 
was overcome, Tomorrow. the 
Prison yard will be dug up and an excava- 
tion will be made in Sterling street. Warden 
Wright said this evening it would not sur- 
prise him if a dead body is found in the 
tunnel. He thinks one of the men while 
working in the tunnel was suffocated by a 
cavein. 

The Allegheny police believe the man 
whom it was intended to liberate is Charles 
Boyd, the forger, who operated in New York, 
Boston, and other large cities. : 


Chicago Address Found. 

Warder Wright thinks New York and Chi- 
cago anarchists were at the head of the 
plot. In a corner on the floor of one of the 
rooms was, found a fragment of a card of 
invitation, on which was printed: 

Federation of Soctal—Ogden avenue and 
Robey streets.“ 

On the reverse side of this cata were writ- 
ten in ink the words, ‘ egotism,” “ altru- 
iam,“ “‘selfishness.’’ The detectives believe 
the card is an invitation to a meeting of 
Socialists. The date on the card was Friday, 
May 26, but the portion bearing the year was 
not to be found. A letter written in cipher, 
was also found. 

Miss McCarty noticed another woman 
who had just moved next door playing a 
piano from morning until night and sus- 
pected it was tor a purpose. She watched 
the house and came to the conclusion the 
piano-playing woman was interested in 
somebody in the prison across the street. 
She told Policeman Jacob Young, who, 
thinking the suggestion of no value, forgot 
about the matter until several days later. 
Then he casually mentioned it to dete E. 
8. Wright. 


Warden Finds the Tunnel.

On July 5a man giving his name as Thomas 
| Brown of Chicago purchased the house at 28 
Sterling street for $4,000. Three men and one 
woman movedin. Miss McCarty, living next 
door, noticed the men carrying lumber and 
galvanized pipe into the house. About the 
only thing of value brought in was a piano, 
which came from a local music house. This 
was placed near a front window. The next 
morning the woman at No. 28 began to play 
the plano, and kept it up all day. She wasa 
good petformer and had a repertoire includ- 


time. ee 

On July 8 Miss McCarty heard strange 
noises in the cellar, and this confirmed her 
suspicions that the piano playing was to 
drown sounds. She jumped to the conclu- 
sion that the new neighbors were tunneling 
their way into the penitentiary. By the time 
Warden Wright’s attention was called to the 
case the inmates of the house apparently 
had become alarmed and fied. The house 
Was watched constantly, and today the war- 
den decided to abandon hope of their return 
and entered. He says of his discoveries: 

“It was a well formed plan to liberate 
Berkman. When we ente the house we 
‘saw nothing unusual until 
cellar, There, and directly under the front 
doorsteps, we found a cupboard about three 
feet square, which was furnished with a trap 
door. This was made of some rough lum- 
ber.. The door was opened and was found to 
lead into a tunnel of the same size as the box. 
We crawled into the tunnel for 200 feet, but 
were soon forced to retreat, owing to the 
foul alr. Engineers from the prison have 
measured 210 feet, and then they had to get 
out. The men who built the tunnel bored 
right through the piling ie tig the pris-

tions of his remains were found in the 
stomach of a shark caught at tlie entrance of 
Honolulu harbor. 

Uhlbrecht went out last Sunday with three 
companions ona wheel excursion. They saw 
some brilliant shells on the beach and 
stopped to get them. Uhlbrecht was washed 
off a rock and swept out to sea. Yesterday 
morning a South Sea Islander, John Kini- 
peki, went shark fishing near the entrance 
of the channel which leads into the harbor. 
He soon hooked a shark, and, after an hour's 
exciting struggle, landed a monster, a square 
headed, man eating shark, on the beach at 
Kakaako. Cutting the shark open, what 
was his horror to find im the stomach the 
bones of a human being, including a foot 
encased in a shoe. 

One of the toes of the foot had a peculiar 
malformation. From this fact Mrs. Uhl- 
brecht, the widow of Uhlbrecht, and sev- 
eral other friends, identified the foot as one 
of Uhilbrecht’s. The other portions of the 
remains were the two hip bones and the right 


thigh bone. 
The shark was.twenty feet long and its 
mouth was two feet Wide. 4

The closing of all the blast furnaces.of the 
leading steel companies of the country for a 
month may result from a conference of rep- 
resentatives of the concerns which is to be 
held today at the office of the Illinois Steel 
company here. In response to a call signed 
by President E. H. Gary of the Federal Steel 
company, President C. M. Schwab of the 
Carnegie Steel company, and Joseph G. But- 
ler Jr., representing the Bessemer Furnace 
association, about twenty of the prominent 
steel and iron men of the East and West met 
yesterday at the Illinois Steel company’s of- 
fices in the Rookery Building. Owing to the 
absence of President Schwab of the Carnegie 
company the conference was postponed till 


According to the Iron Age the plan pro- 
posed to improve the grave conditions Is to 
cut down production as much as possible. 
Every blast furnace controlled by these in- 
terests is to be closed unden agreement for 
one month, the Federal Steel company, Car- 
negie Steel company, and other large com- 
panies agreeing to do this if the others will. 
The success of this plan will depend upon the 
unanimity with which it is accepted, and the 
dissent of a single important interest prob- 
ably would be fatal. 


Want All Companies to Agree. 

The call sent out for the meeting says 
that at a former meeting of the Presidents 
of the leading steel companies it was thought 
advisable to call the meeting to go over the 
situation and see what could be done to im- 
prove it. The meeting, those in attendance 
say, is a continuation of the ones held in 
New York, where the situation was can- 
vassed thoroughly. It is desired to get all 
the companies to act in concert In whatever 
plan is adopted as the result of the confer- 
ence today. All the leading steel companies 
of the country, with the exception of the 
Tennessee Coal and Iron company, win be 
represented in the city. President Schwab 
of the Carnegie company was here on Mon- 
day, but was called back to Pittsburg un- 
expectedly on the evening of that day and 
could not return until this morning. Presi- 
dent Gary of the Federal Steel company is 
here on his way to California, where he is 
to meet his family. He will leave for the 
West on Monday evening and will be gone 
about a month. 

After the adjournment yesterday the men 
who were in attendance separated. Presi- 
dent Gary seemed disinclined to make any 
statement regarding the object of the meet- 
ing, but said that it was called for the pur-

ve Favor Lessening the Output. 


Some of the strongest interests represent- 
ed in the conference contend that the oniy 
way to control prices is to lessen the out- 
put for a while by stopping production for 
a month. In the opinion of these interests 
it is essential to get all the companies to 
act in concert. 

Millions of dollafs of capital were repre- 
sented in the room in which the officers of 
the companies mt yesterday. President 
Gary of the Fedéral Steel company repre- 
sents $100,000,000 of capital; W. P. Palmer, 
President of the American Steel and Wire 
company, is at head of a $90,000,000 com- 
pany; President W. E. Reis of the National 
Steel company has a $59,000,000 company; 
President R. S. Warner of the Republic Iron 
and Steel company a $55,000,000 concern. 

Bearing on the conference was a report 
that the Carnegie Steel company would erect 
a large rod mill at its Duquesne steel works 
and would supply rods to the open market. 
This caused talk of dissensions between 
the Carnegie and the American Steel and 
Wire company. The trouble is said to have 
grown out of refusal of the latter cém- 
pany to accept deljveries on contracts made 
at the high prices early in the year. It is 
said the Carnegie company will also branch 
out as a manufacturer of hoops and bands 
on a large scale. It appropriated recently 
$10,000,000 for improvements. 


Review of the Situation. 


Speaking of the general situation in the 
steel trade the Iron Age says: 

Restriction of production is proceeding 
quite rapidly, more ‘blast furnaces having 
recently blown out, while others are fast 
getting into shape for suspending operations. 
It is likely now that the Western bar mills 
will remain closed for considerably longer 
than had been expected, in view of the fact 
that the manufacturers and the Amalga- 
mated association have locked horns over 
the wage scale for the coming year. The as- 
sociation has positively refused to make any 
modification of the scale formulated at In- 
dianapolis, and the manufacturers have just 
as positively refused to acceptit. The clos- 
ing of so many mills shoul< have an effect 
on prices of bars, but steel bars have sold 
within the week at lower rates than the pre- 
vious week.“

Paris’ estate, and the United States will 
ask compensation for the loss of a steam 
launch, the property of the Manhattan Rub- 
ber Manufacturing company, taken from 
him by General Micolta. 

Paris was the son of Mrs. Eliza Stronach 
Paris of Somersetshire, England, and a 
grandson of the first President of the United 
States of Colombia. His visit to Colombia 
had been made in the interests of the Man- 
hattan Rubber Manufacturing company.”

NATIVES CALLED UPON TO MUR- 
DER CONVERTS. 


‘Posters All Over Province Blaming 


Christians for All Trouble—Should 
Be Killed Like Dogs—Triad Society, 
of Which the Boxers Are an Off- 
Shot, Is at Work in Hongkops— 
Repressive Measure Fail to Check 
Arrest of Importance. 


LONDON, July 27.—The Canton corre- 
spondent of the Daily Telegraph, in a dis- 
patch dated Wednesday, says: 

“There are daily arrests of Boxers and 
smugéiers caught loaded with arms and am- 
munition. Executions quickly follow, but 
the rowdy element remains practically un- 
dismayed. 

“In the country districts the people are 
more threatening and bolder than in the city. 
There inflammatory placards are freely post- 
ed, such as the following: ; 

„% We, the Chinese children of the sages, 
are faithful and filial, as well as modest. 
How does it come to pass, then, that any of 
us can so far forget himself as to become the 
proselyte of a barbarian religion. Tens of 
thousands of native converts have been 
killed in north China and their houses and 
possessions destroyed. Because of this all 
the countries of the world have sent soldiers 
to Tien Tsin to protect the converts. This 
they have failed to do. The mission 
churches, the foreign Consuls, and all the 
barbarian troops have been slaughtered, just 
as you kill chickens and dogs. . 

Class Converts with Rebels. 

„% Tou converts have involved the bar- 
barians in this calamity, We look upon 
you as rebels, and soon your doom will over- 
take you. Unhappy is your condition, for 
all men hate and despise you. Great is your 
distress. Your hands hang helpless by your 
sides, Despair has seized your minds, Death 
alone will relieve you. By following the doc- 
trines of these renegades and foreigners you 
have foffeited your rights as men. We warn 
you at once to fly to safe hiding places while 
yet there is opportunity.“ 


Triads Society at Work. 

HONGKONG, July 26.—The signs of men- 
acing activity on the part of the secret so- 
clety known as the “ Triads" are causing 
alarm. The ‘“‘ Boxers” are believed to be 
an offshoot of the “‘ Triads,’ whose ramifi- 
cations are widespread throughout the south- 
ern provinces of China, The organization 
is distinctly anti-foreign and anti-Manchu, 
and numbers of Canton troops are enrolled 
in its ranks. | 

A report is current in Canton that the 
“Triads” are preparing for a night attack 
on the Shameen, and that the first sign will 
be the absconding of native servants. The 
greatest apprehension prevails, although at 
present Canton is quiet. | 

Many Arrests in Hongkong. 

Many “ Triads” ‘have been arrested in 
Hongkong during the last few months. A 
Chinaman, who was arrested on July 8 on 
a charge of carrying arms, was today com- 
mitted for trial on the charge of being a 
member of the “Triads.” The evidence 
showed that he has held the rank of second 
in command in the organization in the two 
Kwangs, with headquarters at Sal Kung, 
a new territory, where he had been active 
in enrolling members. His arrest, there- 
fore, is of the greatest importance. The 
insignia found upon his person include the 
highest degrees.

RUSSIAN FORCE IN PERIL. 
Feared Troops Protecting the Railway 

Between Charbin and Tielin Have 

ST. PETERSBURG, July 26.—In the opin- 

jon of the Russian general staff the pro- 
teetive force on the railway between Char- 
bin and Tielin must be in a critical position 
since no definite news of the situation there 
has been received. All that is known is 
that the wives and children of the work- 
men have fied to Charbin. 
The detachment, which numbers 200, was 
at the end of June threatened by 15,000 Chi- 
nese with artillery. As late as July 17 it 
had not been heard of either at Charbin or 
Sungari, and it is feared the force has been 
annihilated. 

Colonel Artamonoff of the Russian general 
staff has been ordered to proceed to Kwang 
Tung and then to place himself at the dis- 
position of the Governor of Port Arthur. 

General Sacharoff, chief of the Russian 
general staff, wires under date of July 24 
from Mikhailo, in the Semenovskaya dis- 
trict: | 

“TI am advancing. Today we bombarded 
the fortified post at Lauschi. The garrison 
fied and the post was burned and its walls 
destroyed.” | 

There appears to be a difficulty, owing to 
the Russian censorship, to get an accurate 
idea of the situation in Manchuria. There 
are rumors that the Russians have been 
driven back while trying to save the south- 
ern portion of the Eastern railway. 

The Chinese have burned Lavoang to pre- 
vent Russian concentration there, and are 


now trying to smash communication be- 


tween Port Arthur and New Chwang. The 
critical situation has forced the Russians to 
withdraw a number of troops from Tien 
Tsin, while 3,000 troops have been sent from 
Port Arthur.

OVERCOME BY REPENTANCE. 


The story of the by which two 
men and three women got $1,900 from the 
Knights and Ladies of Security by insuring 
aged Robert O’Grady in the order without 
his knowledge, later burying under his name 
a cadaver from Dunning, because he failed to 
die as soon as had been expected, was told 
by Miss Margaret Sheehan in Judge Bren- 
tano’s court yesterday. Miss Sheehan took 
the stand at 10a. m., her testimony not being 
finished until 2 p. m. 

Every detail of the transaction that had 
not closed until the grave in Forest Home 
Cemetery had received the supposed body of 
Robert O’Grady and the insurance money 
had been collected was given by Miss Shee- 
han, Dr. M. N. Regent being named by her 
as the arch conspirator, Mrs. Delia Mahoney 
his willing helper, and Mrs, Nora O’Brien and 
James O'Brien as accomplices in the procur- 
ing and burying of the bogus body. 


Wanted $500 to Pass Him Into Lodge“ 
Mrs. Delia Mahoney,” she said, *‘ met 
my uncle one night in January, 1898, at my 
house, and after his departure asked me 
why I did not have him insured. I replied . 
he was too old and infirm. She said she 
could fix that for me, and later told me to 
send him to Dr. Regent for examination 
for admittance to the lodge. This was Un- 
nois Council 420 of the Knights and Ladies 
of Security, of which council | was Finan- 
clal Secretary at the time. Uncle agreed 
to be insured for my benefit if 1 paid the 
remiums, and I sent him to the doctor.

I agreed to 
pay him this, the money to be taken from 
the insurance money when collected.

Miss Sheehan is the only one of the de- 
fendants that has pleaded guilty. No bar- 
gain for clemency has been made with her 
by the State’s Attorney, and her story was 
net given in response to a promise of protec- 
tion. Neither was it given in a t of 
revenge. She unfolded the story of the con- 
spiracy because of the feeling of repentance 
that has overtaken her. At the con- 
clusion of the day’s proceedings she hur- 
ried to the State’s Attorney’s office, where 
she broke down completely, leaning upon 
the State’s Attorney’s desk, burying her 
head in her arms, and sobbing bitterly. 

The death and burial certificates signed 
by Dr. Regent and James O’Brien, under- 
taker, were identified and submitted in evi- 
dence. The attorneys for the defense were 
taken by surprise at the strength of the 
case made out against them and it became 

atent during the cross-examination of Miss 
Bheehan that the complete story of the con- 
spiracy in all its ramifications was not 
known to them. 

Robert O’Grady, who, it was expected, 
would be put upon the witness stand tomor- 
row, broke down yesterday with a serious 
attack of illness. He grew worse toward 
night and J. N. Bair, State Deputy for the 
Knights and Ladies of Security, procured 
the services of a physician and a nurse.

M. M. Markus Says as Long as Inspec- 
tors Are Incompetent We Will Con- 
tinue to Have Fire Horrors. 

Chicago, July 26.—[{Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—Yesterday’s fire, another lamentable trag- 
edy that ocours so often in our city, ought 
to remind us that something must be done. 
After that terrible fire in the Ayres Building 
two years ago, when fifteen people perished, 
there was a great amount of agitation and 
investigation. Expedients were suggested. 
Commissioners were criticised, but in three. 
days everything was forgotten and nothing 
accomplished for the amelioration of the 
present conditions. 

We had another demonstration yesterday 
that is a most emphatic illustration of the 
kind of buildings people are working in— 
puildings utterly unprotected to resist the 
ravages of 4 fire and at the same time ut- 
terly devoid of any equipment that could 
assist inmates in escaping. 

The building that burned is no exception, 
but a type, and a cursory glance down any 
of our business streets will show just as 
fagrant violations of law and safety. As 
long as men are given positions as in- 
spectors and “commissioners” not be- 
cause they are engineers and competent to 
pass on matters of the kind, but because 
they are politically desirable, we shall con- 


FIRE PERILS MANY LIVES. 


FIFTEEN WOMEN ON FOURTH 


Blaze at 225 South Water Street, in a 


Commission House, Puts Them and 
Several Men in Danger, but All Es- 
cape — Robert Smithson Carried 
Down Safety Ladder Unconscious— 
Building Gutted and Property Loss 


Is Over $100,000.

_ Fifteen women and several men had nar- 


ing a total loss of about $100,000. The fire 
broke out from some unknown cause in the 
front part of the second floor at 226 South 
Water street, used as office and storage 
room by H. L. Brown & Son, commission 
merchants, who also ocoupied the first 
floor. The third floor was occupied by A. H. 
Barber & Co., storage men and dealers in 
creamery supplies at 227 South Water street, 
for storing part of their goods, mostly con- 
sisting of butter, eggs, feathers, and cheese. 

The top floor was occupied by Robert 
Smithson, dealer in eggs, and it was there 
that fifteen young women, mostly Polish 
girls, were employed. Mr. Smithson and 
his bookkeeper, C. H. Cheesebro, also were 
on that floor. When the fire broke out the 


girls had just laid aside work for luncheon. 


Finds Elevator Is Stopped. 


When the blaze was discovered, James 
Foley, one of the employés of H. L. Brown 
& Son, went up-stairs to warn the girls 
and men on the top floor of thelr danger. 
The elevator had stopped between two floors 
and could not be moved, because the power 
had been turned off by the engineer of A. 
H. Barber & Co., and the girls’ only means 
of escape were the narrow stairs leading 
down in the middle part of the building, or 
the fire escape in the front. 5 

Mr. Foley at once called to one of the 
men on the lower floor to run next door and 
ask the engineer to turn on the power. This 
was done, and a few minutes later the large 
elevator, ordinarily used only for freight, 

to move. The girls and Mr. Cheese- 
bro were taken down safely to the ground 
floor and left the building. 

Mr. Smithson staid to see that no girl 
had remained behind and to save a few 
valuable papers. He expected to be taken 
down in the elevator on its next trip, but 
the fire spread to the back part of the sec- 
ond floor so rapidly that the élevator no 
longer could be used with safety. 


Rescue of Robert Smithson. 


Blinding smoke filled all the upper floors, 
and to save t from suffocation Mr. 
Smithson made his way to a front window, 
and there was overcome by the smoke and 
was unable to make his way down the fire 
escape. James Foley and Wil] Roberts, an- 
other employé ot H. L. Brown & Son, ascend- 
ed the fire escape and carried him down. He 
was taken unconscious to an office near by

FAVORS SUBWAYS FOR PEOPLE. 


Plan Offered That Aims to Accommo- 
date the Public—More Extensive 
than Former Proposals. 


Chicago, July 26.—[{Editor of The Trib- 
une. j—It is evident from the plans printed 
in your paper this morning that the street 
car companies when presenting a proposed 
‘subway do not take into consideration the 
people whatsoever. All they think of, in 
every plan I have seen brought forward, is 
the connecting of their own lines with the 
least possible expense. | 

They have no accommodation system so 
that one may, at any part of the heart of the 
city, enter subway and for one fare reach 
any side of the city, or come down-town 
from the outside and exit from subway in 
any part of down-town district and not 
walk more than two blocks. 

If the surface lines were made to end out- 
side of an area of say two square miles, 
from Chicago avenue to Twelfth street and 
from Michigan avenue to Halsted street, this 
would leave the heart of Chicago clear of 
surface lines. It is not necessary for cars 
to enter subway from the surface and thus 


the surface end at Chicago avenue and at 
Halsted and Twelfth streets and transfer 
to subway, which will convey one to any 
part of the two square mile area for the 
one fare. 

The inclosed area, about two square miles, 
to be connected by a suitable subway, so 
that by walking not more than two blocks 
after leaving subway one may reach any 
part of the two square mile area, and for 
only one fare. 


About twenty-five miles of subway would 
more than answer all requirements, and at 
a cost of $2,000,000 per mile would mean 
$50,000,000. Why not do it right at first, 

then it won't have to be done over?

J. E ZEUBLIN, KILLED BY FALL FROM TNA 
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DIES BY STEP FROM TRAIN. 


General Superintendent of Chicago 
Telephone Company Starts from 
Sleeping Car Berth to Lavatory and 
Opens Wrong Deor—Accident de- 
curs Near Bucyrus, O., When He Is 
on Way Home with His Wife froma 
Vacation—Body to Be Brought Here. 


Bucyrus, O., July 26.—[{Special.]—A shock- 


ing death with unusually sad features was 


that of John E. Zeublin of Chicago while a 
Passenger on No. 21, the fast train west- 
bound, on the Pennsylvania road, due here 
at 7:05 this morning. Mr. Zeublin, with his 
wife, was on the way home from the East, 
where they had been spending a few weeks 
in the mountains and along the seashore for 
the benefit of Mr. Zeublin’s health, impaired 
by overwork. His health was noticeably 
improved and he was impatient to return. 
He held the position of Géneral Superintend- 
ent of the Chicago Telephone company. 

Shortly after the train left Robinson this 
morning Mrs. Zeublin, who had given watch- 
ful care to her husband during the night, 
noticed that he was awake. He told her he 
had enjoyed an excellent night's rest and 
felt better than at any time during his trip. 
Having expressed his intention of getting 
ready for breakfast he drew the curtains 
of his berth and slipping on a part of his 
clothing and his dressing gown started for 
the lavatory at the end of the car. 

Scarcely a minute after she had been talk- 
ing to her husband the porter came to Mrs. 
Zeublin with the news that a sad accident 
had occurred. As nearly as can be ascer- 
tained, Mr. Zeublin, not fully aroused from 
sleep, went to the vestibule and Instead of 
entering the lavatory opened by mistake the 
vestibule door and stepped out. The train 
was running at its usual high rate of speed. 

The man evidently saw his error too late 
and grasped the handrail in an effort to save 
himself, but was dragged along at full speed 
against the ties for fifty yards before ht 
relinquished his hold. The train backed 
up to where the body lay, but life was ex- 
tinct. Death was instantaneous, resulting 
from numerous fractures of the skull. 

The Coroner was summoned and the body 
removed to this city, where it was prepared 
for shipment. The distracted wife left the 
train here and will accompany the remains 
home. The Coroner reserved his verdict 
until he can get the testimony of the train 
crew. 

Mrs. Zeublin was a daughter of Judge Fol- 
lette of Newark, and is well known in Ohio. 
Her relatives in Newark and Chicago were 
at once notified and a son arrived this even- 


ing 


John E. Zeublin, 6052 Kimbark avenue, 
was General Superintendent of the Chicago 
Telephone company and a man who had a 
wide reputation in telephone and telegraph 
circles. He and his wife were on their way 
back to the city after a vacation of six weeks. 
The news of Mr. Zeublin’s death came as a 
shock to the officers of the telephone com- 
pany and his associates. They had not even 
received word that he was about to return. 

Professor Charles Zeublin of the University 
of Chicago, a son of John E. Zeublin, start- 
ed with his wife to Bucyrus as soon as he 
received word of his father’s death. They 
are expected to arrive, bringing the re- 
mains, today. 

Mr. Zeublin had been with the Chicago Tel- 
ephone company since 1892, and previous to 
that time had been General Superintendent 
of a number of telegraph and telephone com- 
panies. General Manager Hibbard said yes- 
terday the death of Mr. Zeublin meant not 
only a loss to the company of an able offi- 
cial, but that the news had been received 
among the employés of the company as 
bringing a personal loss. : 

Mr. Zeublin was started as a telegraps 
operator by Stoughton A. Fletcher, Manager

began work at a salary of $15 a month, but 
soon was in the Superintendent's office and 
receiving $60 a month.

Visionary Cook Meets Two Strangers 
Who Promise to Enrich Him—He Is

Important changes in the practice of u. 
tice courts in Cook County, intended to reme- 
dy some of the more flagrant corruptions, 
were discussed last night at a meeting of the 
justices of the peace of Cook County and tue 
members of the Practice commission, Robert. 
McMurdy and J. L. Bennett. The Practice 
commission is to make & report to the nes 
Legislature and will embody the suggestions. 
of the justices in its report. 8 a 
Among the changes which the justices sug- 
gested were the following: | 


Only licensed ettorneys shall be allowed t 
practice in justice courts for a fee. 
Costs in each case in a justice court shall be 
fixed at $3, payable in advance. ; 
Change of venue and immediate execution should 
not be granted he examination inte the 


There appeared also a disposition on the 
part of many justices to have a salary ed, 
so that remuneration should not depend on 
fees. 

During the discussion Justice Chris Andres 
contributed interesting testimony concern- 
ing the practice in Cook County of bringing, 
suit in a remote suburb for the purpose of 
harassing the defendant. He has an office 
in Tinley Park, twenty-three miles.south- 
west of the city on the Rock Island road. 

One Way to Discourage 

„A Chicago lawyer,” he said, “ came to 
my office and started eleven different cases 
against a party. I saw his purpose and 
dismissed every one of them. He has not 
been back in my court since then. This will 
discourage the lawyers who do these things. 
Another lawyer, wishing to harass a de> 
| fendant, sent me money in an envelope ask- 
ing me to issue a summons. I returned the 
money and told him if he had an honest 
claim to settle it in the city.” 3 

Other justices, discussing changes of 
venue, admitted that to grant changes was 
not just in many cases. They said the way 
is now easy for a lawyer, after getting sev- 
eral continuances, to ask for a change of 
venue, swear to anything in the way of rea- 
sons, and then go to another court where 
he may get further continuances. They pro- 
tested against this manner of using the 
courts as means of persecution.

Mr. McMurdy outlined some of the changes 
which the Practice co intends to 
suggest to the Legislature.

[TROOPS CONTROL 


IN NEW ORLEANS 


Militia Ordered Out and Citi- 
zens Volunteer to Check 
Anti-Negro Riots. 


Mobs Parade the Streets and Do 
Violence, but Quiet Comes 
in the Evening. 


HUMAN TARGETS ARE MANY. 


New Orleans, La., July 26.—Revised figures 
show that in the rioting of last night and 
today one negro was beaten to death, six 
were so badly wounded that their lives are 
de ed of, and about a score of people, 
white and black, male and female, have been 
more or less seriously wounded. 

Disorderly acts following the disturbances 
of last night were committed throughout the 
city today and resulted in the swearing: in 
by the Mayor of 500 special policemen and 
the ordering out of 1,500 of the State militia 
on orders of Governor Heard, who responded 
promptly to the appeal of Mayor Capdevielle. 
Tonight the city is practically quiet. 

Throughuot the day attacks have been 
made by mobs of whites on the black ele- 
ment, and the negroes before nightfall had 
been completely chased from the streets. 


Leading Citizens Enlist. 


The effect of the disorders has put a prac- 
tical stop to business in the wholesale dis- 
tricts and on the river front, and as this 
meant a serious crippling of the trade of the 
port the business elements rallied in force 
and hundreds of the most prominent men of 
the city responded to the appeal of the 
Mayor for assistance in preserving order. 

Colonel Wood, who commanded the First 
Louisiana Regiment in the Spanish war, was 
placed in command of the special police. 

-All the trolley lines today sent representa- 
tives to the Mayor to say that they would 
place special cars at his disposal throughout 
the night, so that armed forces could be 
moved. The express companies also assured 
the Mayor that their wagons would be ready 
to respond to any call which might be made 
upon them. | 

This afternoon there were 1,500 men in the 
armories. Then the Mayor, in a proclama- 
tion, appealed for 500 special police. Before 
4 p. m. 400 of the representative citizens had 
been sworn in. 

The Mayor made requisition on the hard- 
ware and ammunition establishments and 
the specials were heavily armed and then 
distributed over the city. 


: Acts of the Rioters. 

Hoodlums prowled the streets throughout 
the day, and whenever they spied a negro 
assaulted him. In some cases citizens ral- 
lied the police and with their assistance beat 
off the attackers. . 

One of the most flagrant instances of cow- 
ardice shown was that of a man who slipped 
into the morgue and, pointing his pistol 
through a window, made an attempt to shoot 
one of the female negro prisoners in the 
parish prison. 

In the forenoon a ne emptied his pistol 
into a down-town ho and wounded a 
child. 

At 11 o’clock a mob marched through La- 
fayette square, which is opposite the city 
hall, and, discovering some negroes in the 
park, beat them until they made their escape. 

An hour later a white man saw a negro 
at the corner of Lafayette and Dryades 
streets and fired at him. Thoseon the street 
fled in every direction and the negro made 
his escape. 

Shortly after 1 o’clock Josephine Wild, a 
child, while seated in front of her home, 
caught a stray bullet in the knee. 

Two Hours later Nordo Fratallo and Tony 
Michel, Italians, got into a dispute as to 
whether the mob was right or wrong in run- 
ning down and whipping out the negroes. 
One had a knife and the other a gun. Fra- 
tallo was badly wounded. ! 

An incident of the day was the discovery 
of two negroes wounded almost unto death 
in a box car on the levee front. Both had 
been stabbed close to the heart. 

Mayor Closes the Saloons. 

In order to prevent the miscellaneous dis- 
tribution of arms the Mayor this evening 
ordered the closing up of gun stores, and 
early in the day, for the better preserva- 
tion of the public peace, issued orders to the 
police to close up every saloon in the city. 

Mayor Capdevielle sent to Chief Gaster a 
request that he seek to ascertain the names 
of those who participated in the disorders 
yesterday, last night, and today, with a 
view of rigorous prosecution. 

District Attorney Guerley notified the 
Mayor that he would prosecute to the ex- 
treme extent all violators of the law, no 
matter how prominent. 

At a late hour there is a report of the 
capture of Charles, the slayer of Police Cap- 
tain Day, near the city. The authorities are 
determined to prevent a lynching, no matter 
how much force is required.

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MARY YARDLEY DIES 87 YEARS 
AFTER A DOCTOR GAVE HER UP. 


Lived During the Administration of 
Every President of the United 
States—-Would Have Seen Three 
Centuries if Her Life Had Been 
Spared Till Jan. 1 Next — Passes 


Mrs. A, 8. N. Cook Dead. 


REMARKABLE FACTS ABOUT MISS YARDLEY. 


She lived during the administration of every 
President of the United States from Wash- 
ington to McKinley. 

Had she lived until Jan. 1 next she would have 
seen three centuries. * 
She lived under the shadow of Independence 
Hall at Philadelphia, but was perhaps the 
only centenarian on record whe had not 
claimed to have seen George Washington. 
She lived eighty-seven years after the doctors 
said she was dying with consumption and 

could not live six months. 

The secret of her long life was early 
careful habits, and a contented frame 


At the age of 106 years, Mary Yardley died 
Wednesday afternoon at 710 West Monroe 
street, the residence of her nieces, the Misses 
Anna, Elizabeth, and Marion Tustin. 

While she had been an invalid for the last 
five years, her final illness was of a critical 
nature only a few days. 

Miss Yardley’s life extended through the 
administration of every President of the 
United States. She lived in two centuries, 
and would have lived in three had her life 
been spered until next Jan. 1.. She had the 
unique distinction among centenarians of 
having never seen George Washington, al- 
though she lived in the shadow of Inde- 
pendence Hall. She was 8 years old when 
Washington died. 

‘Miss Yardley was born in Philadelphia, 
Pa., Jan. 10, 1795, and since 1873 has been 
a resident of Chicago. At 18 years of age 
Miss Yardley was a frail and delicate girl 
and the family physician said that she could 
not possibly live more than six months. 
Despite the prediction of the doctor, she 
determined to make an effort, and by the 
use of a wholesome and nutritious diet and 
a simple manner of life she managed to be- 
come more than a centenarian. 

Miss Yardley had a considerable inhert- 
tance, in the care of which she showed 
remarkable business instinct. In her re 
ligious life she was devout, making it a 
rule to read the New Testament from cover 
to cover once each month. She gave lib- 
erally to the church and was charitably in- 
clined. For fifteen years she seldom missed 
a Sunday morning service at the Second 
Baptist Church, of which she was a member. 
Even at the age of 98 she walked a mile 
every week to hear her pastor, Dr. Wiliam 
M. Lawrence, preach. | 

Until she had passed her 100th birthday 
Miss Yardley retained all her faculties. She 
was a woman of strong intellect and her 
memory was remarkable. Contrary to the 
habit of old people generally, she never de- 
clared that the old times were better than 
these, but believed steadily in the future. 
Long after she had passed her 90th year 
Miss Yardley was accustomed to go down- 
town alone. She took a keen interest in the 
life of Chicago and was particularly attract- 
ed by the remarkable strides taken in the 
rebuilding of the city after the fire. 

For the last five years Miss Yardley had 
been confined to her bed through weakness, 
put suffered from no disease. The final ill- 
ness began last Friday and the end came 
peacefully on Wednesday. 

Aside from the Misses Tustin, there are 
three other nieces of Miss Yardley: Mrs. 
John J. Kneis of Berwyn, Mrs. J. D. Lee of 
Salt Lake City, and Mrs. J. 8. Tustin of 


St. Louis, Mo.

children, and missed but few sermons in 
twenty years. She was a large property- 
holder, having from the first had great con- 
fidence in Chicago’s future. 

Recently she returned from a trip to Lower 
California, which had been taken in the 
hope of benefiting her health. She had trav- 
eled much in the last twenty years. Mrs. 
Cook was a member of the Calumet club, and 
numbered all the old settlers among her 
friends. Charles W. Cook and Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Kirchhoff, her only children, died a 
few years ago. Mrs. Cook left four grand- 
children, Julius and Leroy Cook, and Mrs. 
Harry A. Seaverens of Chicago and Mrs. 
Willis Kirchhoff of St. Louis: 

In 1871, when the city established Wash- 
ington Park, Mrs. Cook owned twenty-four 
acres there.

WANTS SENTENCES ON CUBANS. 


Official in Charge of Customs Frauds at 
Havana Asks for Fines and Im- 
prisonment for Offenders. 


HAVANA, July 26.—The official in charge 
of the custom-house fraud cases asked the 
court today for a sentence upon Arostegui 
of six months’ imprisonment and a fine of 
$1,186 upon Cubas, Lopez, Chacon, and Coru- 
jido, appraisers, and terms of imprisonment 
ranging from three to six months; and upon 
two merchants implicated fines to the 
amount of their respective frauds. He 
asked for the discharge of three employés, 
against whom there was not sufficient evi- 
dence to secure conviction.

DEFENSE RESTS ITS CASE. 


Four Days Given for Argument 
and Case Will Go to Jury 
Next Tuesday. 


CONVICTION NOT EXPECTED. 


New London, Mo., July 26.—([Special.}— 
The testimony in the Jester murder trial 
was completed this morning. The aged pris- 
oner, who for two days had been carried into 
the court room by Sheriff Jones, at once said 
to a man sitting by his aide: Lam glad the 
ordeal is over.

EIGHTY-NINE FILIPINOS 
SLAIN BY A COMPANY 
OF AMERICAN SOLDIERS. 


Natives in Mindanao Commit Murder 
and a Terrible Punishment Is Meted 
Out—Town Also Shelled by the Gun- 
boat Callao.

MANILA, July 26.—At Oroquleta, in north- 
ern Mindanao, two soldfers entered a native 
store for the purpose of buying food. While 
there one of them was killed by a Bolo and 
his head severed from his body. The other 
escaped and gave the alarm. A company of 
the Fortieth Infantry, stationed at Cagayan, 
repaired to Oroquleta and killed eighty-nine 
natives, thirty of them being in a single 
house. 

Subsequently the gunboat Callao, com- 
manded by Lieutenant George B. Bradshaw, 
shelled Oroquieta, burning the 
One of the crew was killed.

That the death of two girls in their 
teens and of two adult women from leap- 
ing or falling fifty feet to the ground at 
the fire at 125 Dearborn street on Wednes- 
day was directly due to the lack of the 
fire escapes required by city ordinance 
fastens a fearful responsibility upon those 
who were accountable for this lack. This 


responsibility rests in three quarters and to 
its full weight in each case. . 


It rests first upon the landlords, who, as 
the agents admit, allowed this building, 
for the sake of saving a few paltry dol- 
lars, to remain absolutely without fire es- 
capes. It scarcely need be said that the 
ownership of sueh buildings imposes an 
obligation to maiatain them in such a way 
as to prevent them from being a menace 
to human lives, and that:no negligence of 
inspectors can excuse owners or their repre- 
sentatives from this legal as well as moral 
obligation. It is puerile for the agents to 
plead in exeuse any alleged failure on the 
part of the inspectors specifically to de- 
mand the erection of these escapes, 


collect rent from a building which thus 
violates the law and puts human life in 
jeopardy. The case is made only the more 
damaging by the fact that the manufacture 
of celluloid—a peculiarly hazardous occupa- 
tion in respect to fires—was carried on in 
one of the stories, | | 
In the second place, responsibility rests 
upon the tenants. Although intimately 
aware of the risks which they were taking 
for their employés, not only because of 
the lack of fire escapes but also from the 


dangerous manufacture just mentioned, 


they continued their employment in this 
place and thereby shared at least in the 
moral responsibility for the disaster. 

In the third place, responsibility rests 
at the City Hall and upon a series of per- 
sons no one of whom is rendered less ac- 
| countable by the delinquency of the others 
or of. the landlord or the tenant. That 
the Building department has not had all 
the money which it might have desired for 
the performance Of its duties is admitted, 
but that is no sufficient excuse for the 
condition of things in this case, in which, 
although inspection is asserted to have 
been made, it was of an utterly useless 
sort, and resulted neither in the enforce- 
ment of the law nor even in the keeping 
ot records in the office which would dis- 
close what the situation of this building 
was in respect to fire escapes, although two 
and a third years had elapsed since the 
ordinance for fire escapes had been passed. 
Responsibility in this quarter rests not 
alone upon the underling inspector but 
upon the head of the department and 
finally upon the Mayor himself, who is ul- 


le work done, or duties left undone, under 
the headship of his appointees. It is, more- 
over, well understood that while there are 
some reliable men in the Building depart- 
ment, its head spends too much of his time 
in “ politics” and too little about his of- 
ficial duties, and that the character of 
some of his subordinates is far from being 
such as to make for that public safety for 
which the department is primarily main- 
tained.

Ot the outline plans presented to the spe- 
cial Street Railway committee on Wednes-

THE NEW ORLEANS MOB MURDERS. 

ause of the murder of a police Cap- 

and patrolman in New Orleans by a 
desperate negro resisting arrest that city 
Ws taken possession of by a mob of hood- 
lums on Wednesday night who ran amuck 
among the negro population, killing four, 
shooting three fatally, and wounding a 
score or more, among.them some whites, 
and adding the crime of looting property 
to their brutal Work. So far as the cause 
ofthis mob violence. is concerned, it re- 
sembles in some respects that which led 


| to the lynching of Italians a few years 


“(The incident itself is not an uncommon 
one. It has happened before in many North- 
ern cities. A police officer is always ex- 
posed to murderous assault. by a criminal 
brought to bay who is armed, and the 
more serious his erime the greater the 
danger. More than one policeman has been 
killed in Chicago while in sthe discharge 
of his duty, but the city has not been 
seized by a mob on that account and un- 
offending persons killed and injured, The 
law has been able to vindicate itself and 
punish the offender. In New Orleans the 
mob passion was not awakened by the 
killing of policemen. The class of persons 
engaged in this violence is made up of 
those who are most frequently the ob- 
jects of police surveillance and arrest. 
They have no love for policemen nor have 
they any sympathy for the victims of the 
murderer. The murderer was a negro and 
that was a sufficient pretext for the coward- 
‘ly and brutal display of race hatred, In 
this respect New Orleans is not different 
from other eities in the extreme South. 

At last accounts the police had heen 
unable to suppress the mob, and the 
Mayor's proclamation calling. upon gool 
citizens to aid the police in preserving the 
peace aud allowing justice to take its 
course had been unavailing. Justice rare-

It is believed generally that 
they are made only to delay the movements 
of the allied forces and enable the Chinese 
to be better prepared to resist them. It 
is possible that the legationers were killed 
while Pekin was in the control of revolu- 
tionists, and that since then those 
revolutionists have been put down and 
the legitimate government reéstablished. 
But, if sd, that government is afraid to 
acknowl what has been done and is 
trying to postpone the day of retribution 
as long as possible by a series of false- 
hoods. This is a foolish policy, but chil- 
dren often

Last Monday President McKinley noti- 
fied the imperial government what it must 
do before the United States could consider 
the appeal for its friendly offices. No 
answer has come yet from Pekin. It is 
not likely that the President's conditions 
will be complied with. But the real in- 
tentions of the imperial government are 
not knowh, nor is it known who controls 
its policy. Until it is ascertained whether 
it means to fight the powers desperately or 
plead guilty and make the best terms with 
them it can, the future course of the Ameri- 
can government cannot be fully determined. 
It wishes to be the friend of China; but

THE POISON IVY EVIL. 

The efforts of Evanstonians to exter- 
minaté poison ivy are to be commended. for 
it is high time that this weedy enemy was 
removed from the path of man. A danger 
for which man is responsible that threatens 
health will be complained of speedily, but 
natural foes are more lightly regarded. 
Perhaps the reason for this is found fn 
the fact that some people are impervious 
to the ivy evil, can pick it with impunity, 
and are rather inclined to scoff at the sus- 
ceptible sufferers. But to those who have 
memories of the hours of misery that came 
unmerited after so innocent a pastime as 
picking leaves the subject is serious and 
| these victims feel that the possibility of 
others enduring the same kind of suffer-

Of course, the chief danger is for 
who are unfamiliar with the foe and whose 
love of nature is unmixed with fear. For 
such people to discover that Wordsworth’s 
doctrine that “nature never did betray 
the heart that loved her is untrue, brings 
the same shock that comes to the coun- 
try man when he learns of the poison ivies 
that grow upon city walls. It will be some 
time before this vicious vine can be com-

: WEW YORK’s DOCKS. 
The steady expansion of commerce as 


to increase their shipping business has 


‘years to the subject of improved dock fa- 
cilities for New York. Controller Coler has 
taken up the idea with much earnestness, 
and not only insists upon its importance but 
urges that the city should carry out the 
requisite improvements and administer the 
entire water front. He holds that the work 
will be executed thus on a more liberal and 
comprehensive scale, and that municipal 
management of the docks is more advan- 
tageous to commerce than private manage- 
ment, and is algo a profitable enterprise for 
the city. 

At present only about one-third of the 


owned privately, the rest being already city 
property. Indeed, the city has spent about 
fourteen millions of dollars in acquiring 
such property, more than half of this sum 
having been so used since 1895. The pri- 
vate holdings are assessed at $18,631,130, 
and the city’s holdings are valued on the 
same basis at $38,223,800, though it would

The Controller has figured that, in spite 
of specially unfavorable conditions, the 
properties hitherto acquired by the city have 
yielded an income sufficient to provide for 
paying off the capital cost in from twenty to 
thirty-five years, and dock properties are 
regarded as sure to produce permanent in- 
comes. He accordingly urges the advisa- 
bility of acquiring all of these properties in 
the near future.

NO GOLD DEMOCRAT TICKET. 
The National committee of the gold Dem- 
ocrats has decided that the nomination of 
athird ticket is inadvisable. It at the 
same time practically recommends that 
those who belong to that organization vote 
for McKinley. In their statement the com- 


ceived by the plea that the money ques- 
tion has been finally settled. The specific 
reiteration of the demand for the free coin- 
age of silver at the ratio of 16 to 1 by the 
Kansas City convention and the known 
history of all men in connection therewith 
emphasize the danger of this demand.” It 
is said further that it would be dangerous 
“to elevate to Executive power any one 
hostile to the maintenance and enforce- 
ment of the gold standard law o 1900. 
Bryan is opposed to that law and to 
the gold standard. McKinley fs in favor of 
both. The election of the former will he 
a long step towards the settlement of the 
money question the wrong way. The elec 
tion of the latter will probably put an end 
to the free silver agitation. Therefore the 
members of the committee say directly 
that they wish to see Bryan defeated and 
they say indirectly that the gold Demo- 
crats should vote for McKinley. This is 
sound advice, and while not all the men 
who voted for Palmer will act on it, doubt- 
less the majority will do so. - 

The committee rejected a proposition for 
a fusion of gold Democrats and “ anti-im- 
perialists for the purpose of putting can- 
didates in the field, This was to be ex- 
pected. The former, being intelligent men, 
are not disturbed about “ imperialism.” 
They look on it as an “academic ques- 
tion” which can be discussed a century 
hence as profitably as it can be discussed 
now. They are of the opinion that the 
money question is the “ paramount issue.” 
It is an urgent question which demands at- 
tention from voters. “‘ Imperialism” is a 
question for the debating societies. 
This seems to be the feeling of the people 
generally. Of the requests for campaign 
documents made to the Republican Cam- 
paign committee, nearly all are for matter 
dealing with the money question. There 
are but few applications for arguments in 
favor of expansion or in explanation of the 
Porto Rican legislation. Evidently in the 
communities where the documents which 
have been asked for are to be distributed 
there is no feeling of opposition to ex- 
pansion, and no dread of the bugaboo “ im- 
perialism to be combated, while the pro- 
priety of what has been done concerning 
Porto Rico is generally recognized. 


“INFLUENCE” IN THE SCHOOLS. 

There are at least nine members of the 
Board of Education who do not believe that 
“merit alone should dictate the selection 
and promotion of teachers in our public 
schools.” Otherwise there would not have 
been nine votes cast against a motion to 
suspend the rules so that a resolution might 
be voted on to put in operation the merit 
system as regards teachers. 
That resolution seeks to make it a rule 
of the board that its members should not 
recommend teachers or indorse their appli- 
cations for appointment, transfer, or promo- 
tion unless requested in writing by the 
superintendent to do so. The resolution 
provides also that the superintendent and 
District Superintendents shail report the 
names of all persons other than District 
Superintendents, teachers, and members 


or in writing the appointment, transfer, or 
promotion of teachers. ; 

Trustee Dawes, who introduced this reso- 
lution, said it was his wish to abolish the 
bad custom—of which all the members of the 
board had been guilty—of influencing as 
much as they could the recommendations 
of the Superintendent of Schools concern- 
ing teachers, That custom should be abol- 
ished. If the superintendent and his as- 
sistants are competent men—and if they 
are not they should be dismissed—they 
know much more about the qualifications of 
teachers than trustees do. The latter are 


| not learned in pedagogy. The recommenda- 


tions they make are dictated usually by 
personal or political considerations. To be 
meritorious ores a teacher little. To get 
ahead he or she must have “ influence.” 
The power of “ influence” in the Chicago 
schools has long been the chief cause of their 
shortcomings. | 

Trustee’ Dawes’ resolution may come 
up again when the board reassembles after 
the summer vacation. There is no certainty 
that it will pass, though it ought to. Merit 
alone should dictate the selection and pro- 
motion of teachers,” but persons who have

miles an hour, or thirty-seven and a 

knots, as officially recorded. No other 
power in the world has a flyer of this sort. 
France and the United States have been 
content with thirty knots, Germany and 
Russia with boats capable of making twen- 
ty-eight and twenty-nine knots respectively, 
while little Japan has one which is expected 
to make thirty-three knots. The Viper, 
flying through the water at a rate above the 
average of railroad speed, would be a terror 
indeed. A half dozen such Vipers tearing 
along at a speed of nearly a mile a minute 
would be ugly customers for any fleet to 
deal with.

FROM FORT SCOTT MOB BY 


Sockless One Has a Fight with a Negro 
and the Crowd Is About to Take a 
Hand When Volunteers Protect the 


Populist—Battle of Fists. — 


Fort Scott, Kas., July 26.—[ Special. I—Ex- 
Congressman Jerry Simpson of this State 
was rescued from a mob in this city this 
evening by citizens, with Mayor Goodlander 
in the lead. He was addressing an audience 
from a press stand in the amphitheater at 
the race course by invitation of the Driving 
club, when a crowd of hoodlums interrupted 
him. | 

One young negro, who was doing much of 
the disturbing, was asked by Mr. Simpson to 
desist. His retort was a curse. Mr. Simpson 


grappled, and they fought. 

The mob rushed in, pushing the police 
aside, but the citizens got there first. . 

The Mayor threw the offender over the 
railing. Simpson had been pounding him 
hard and he was bleeding from a blow in- 
flicted by another man. This still more en- 
raged the mob, which set upon the police, 
who had arrested the negro, took him from. 
them, and set him free. 

It seems that the sentence of Mr. Simp- 
son's speech which started the riot was when 
he declared: 

I have not seen a single Republican since 
I have been here.“
